A military inquiry into 
the sacking of six Irish towns is un­ 
der way and it will be followed by a 
judicial investigation. “Those respon­ 
sible for the sacking and shooting up 
of towns and the conflagration will be 
punished whether they were policemen 
or soldiers,” it was announced b ythe 
Irish 
office 
today. 
“Numerous 
rests have been made this week as 
a result of the increased efficiency of 
the secret service in Ireland, which 
has now surpassed the mark of effi­ 
ciency established in war time. It is 
believed that the best method of re­ 
storing order will be quick action on 
information furnished by the 
secret 
service agents.” 
This has been a week o fviolence, 
sudden deaths and fires in many parts 
of Ireland. The outbreaks were: 
Sunday—The battle between Simi 
Feiners and military policemen in and 
near Dublin.

strengthened, if anything, by the state­ 
ment of Minister of Finance Wirth to 
a cabinet meeting called to discuss 
national finances. 
His announcement that the national 
debt is 242,700.000,000 marks was not 
a surprise to those in high

circles, but created something of a 
senation, followed by pessimism with 
the general public. 
The announcement tends to confirm 
the belief held in many quarters that 
it would be utterly impossible to pay 
off or to carry a steadily increasing 
burden.

Republican candidate I 
for Vice President, asserting the need of thrift, in addressing 
the National Association of Life Underwriters at Boston, on Tues­ 
day, said he had not bought a suit of clothes in eighteen months, 
and that it was two years since he last bought a pair of shoes. 
“There are some indications,'’ he said, “that Americans are 
beginning to understand thrift, and that the law of supply and 
demand is working again. 
That will be a benefit to us all. 
We 
can see it working out in the great woolen industry of Massa­ 
chusetts. 
The last time I bought a suit was in March, 1919. 
The law is beginning to assert itself also in the shoe industry. 
The last pair of shoes I bought was obtained two years ago.” 
This example of practical “Thrift,” by the Governor of a 
great State, might be taken as a pattern by some of us who talk 
frugality, and then practice prodigality. 
The wages in some of our lnies of industry are so high, that 
the recipients seem to have the spirit of “come easy go easy,” 
and spend recklesly. 
And this makes it hard for the poor, tho 
merchant feeling that he “can get any price asked.” 
If Frugality were the established rule, there would be less 
snobishness, and more real happiness in life. 
A large part of 
poverty comes to those who, when they had plenty, spent it reck­ 
lessly. Prudence is a duty we owe ourselves, and if we neglect 
it we cannot expect others to feel sorry for us in our extremity. 
Ben Franklin left behind him more good maxims than any 
one else, and Prudence is the pivot on which they mostly turn. 
And Prudence and Thrift are svnonamons terms.
